It was at length either discov- 
ered or stolen by the Mohammedans 
and in the holy wars of Syria and 
Egypt they retorted an invention, con- 
trived against themselves, on the 
heads of the bert ae _ The use of 
the Greek, .0r,..a8. it now be 
called, the Saracen fire, was continued 
to the middle of the 14th century. 


Origin of the Heel. 


It is said that the heels now worn 
on shoes had, their origin in Persia, 
where they took the form of flat wood 
on sandals to raise the feet and pro» 
tect them from the hot sand. It was 
many years afterward that this fash- 
ion was introduced into Venice, but 
the reason for ite adoption in this 
case is said to have been qnite dif- 
ferent. Here the originatora of the 
fashion were jealous husbands who 
reasoned that their ladies thus equip- 
ped would not venture far outside ‘the 
precincts of their dwelling. Those 
heels were called “‘elogs,"’ and in or- 
der to satisfy the vanity of the wear- 
ers and nerhaps to sweeten the pill— 
ttat is, the discomfort of anpearing in 
them they were elaborately adorned, 
sometimes being incrusted with gold 
and silver, The height of the clogs 
detemined the rank of the wearer.
